Wall Street Emerged from
Gloom of Depression.

WEAK AT THE OPENING

Day Closed, However, With an Animated

Buying Movement In Progress and

Wilh Prices Several Points

Above Wednesday's Level.

NEW YORK, August G.-Wall Strêot

emerged to-day from Its gloom, which
¦ till clouded the situation during the

early hours of the trading in stock«, and
an effective rnliy In prices was pro-
diic-.il. The dav closed with an animated
buying movement |n progress and With
pi-Ires In the active list from one to
over three points above lout night. Dur¬
ing the period of early weakness, there
were numerous declines «f from one to

two points, breaking through previous
low levels for the year. The early weak¬
ness was not universal; many stocks
showing good re->|ptatico and reflecting
determined support by means of con¬
fident buying "ii the nnrt of market
managers for the stocks. There was

. cute weakness, after the opening, wiucn
centered upon Missouri Pari fig, Alchlson
end Baltimore and Ohio. This seemed to
be n continuation of yesterday.« liqui¬
dation, »rill the closing out of collateral
In loans. The weak spots In the market,
of which the above stocks were the most
notable, kept Hie tone unsettled and ner¬
vous. The eagerness shown for the an¬

nouncement, which was made In a- con¬

spicuous manner, that nil sheets had
safely passed the Stock Exchange clear¬
ing house, and the evident relief after
the announcement was made, showed
clearlv that fears had been felt that fur¬
ther failures would result from the «train¬
ed condition oj" affairs. After the clear¬
ing house sheets had gone through there
was a relaxation in thé selling pressure
and Indications that liquidation of nn

Immediately urgent character had spent
its force. The stability of parta of the
market, which were supported by large
banking Interests, arrested the rapid
shrinkage in collateral, which aroused
such acute uneasiness yesterday. The
market gradually strengthened during
the latter part-of the day and became
quite buoyant at the last. It may be
accepted as a matter of course, that
covorlng of short contracts by profes¬
sional traders played an Important part
In the recovery, as thlr class of opera-
ors would no desist from putting out
short sales as long as the decline In
prices continued. The mere fact of the
turn in the tide of the market also
gave rise to a flood of rumors intended
to explain the change in sentiment. The
favorito rumor was that a coalition had
been formed among the most powerful
capitalists in the country to buy all
stocks that were offer»«! and to lend
freely to the distressed interest.-. In the
market. As n matter of fact, there Is
reason to believe that an exchange of
views on the situation among Important
capltnllstR hns disclosed an agreement, of
opinion its to Hie advisability oí avoiding
the further selling out of collateral a» far
as possible. But, the lenders In the stock
market show considerable variation in
the policy pursued in thls-matter. as was
dlS'-losed by further closing out of cal¬
la teral this morning. There was as llttlo
In the news of tho day to account for
the rally as there has been for the re¬
cent heavy decline. Liquidation in grain
and cotton was supposed to be Induced to
pom» extent, by the threatening situation
In Wall Street, an dthe rise In the call
loan rale to four per cent, this afternoon
was said to be due, in part, m the can¬
cellation of some loans In cotton. Specu¬
lative bonds made violent recoveries In
sympathy with stocks. The general bond
market was irregular.

Sentiment
was encouraged by the packing of the flnt hour
without further announcement of fallurea, and
the premure of Mocks wa« not nearly an heavy
at any time a» It wa« yesterday. The advance
In call money to 4 per cent, wa» uneiplalned,
»nd Hie rale rereded to 2 per cent, so quickly
that it did not cheek the recovery then In pro¬
gress. While the tension hn» been to an eitent
relieved It ronat be remembered that a good
many loan« of the failed firm» have not jet been
liquidated and that the collateral, therefore, may
he In n sense regarded a» »till »eeklng a market.
The arbitrage business wa« about evenly divid¬
ed between buying and selling. Engagements
of grain for cipnrt were heavier than for aome
time.
